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PRICES OF AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS IN EUROPE, 1955/56 ' 


A summary of the sixth annual report on prices of agricultural products and fertilizers issued by the 
joint secretariat of the Economic Commission for Europe and the Food and Agriculture Organization 
of the United Nations ? 


Inflationary Pressures 


In the second half of 1955 and first half of 1956, 
' renewed inflationary pressures were felt in almost 
fall countries of Western Europe, after a period of 
“relative stability that had lasted since 1952. The 
forces making for an increase in prices appear to 
: have been strongest early in 1956, when an upward 
"movement took place even in countries where 
previously prices had risen little, or not at all. 
| In many countries, rising food prices precipitated, 
» and were primarily responsible for, the general 
increase in the cost of living. 

» The increase in retail prices was not due, except 
"perhaps to a small extent, to any rise in import 
prices, the price index of imported foodstuffs 
“having declined throughout most of the period. 
The increase in c.i.f. grain prices, which took place 
; in the spring of 1956 owing to higher freight rates, 
could have had only a limited effect. The causes 
' of the increase were almost entirely domestic. 


Growth of consumer demand. Increased earn- 
ings, resulting from expanding economic activity, 
' caused demand for foodstuffs to rise and was the 
: main source of pressure on food prices. 


Shortages of supply. The output of agricultural 
products could not expand at the same rate as

demand. Production was limited partly by the 
difficulties of expanding output rapidly within a 
short period. This was the case especially with 
beef, the price of which increased sharply in all 
countries except the United Kingdom. There were 
also special shortages resulting, first from the dry 
summer in northern countries and, secondly, from 
the severe frosts of February 1956 which did great 
damage in almost all countries and had a marked 
effect on prices. 

Increases in costs. Higher costs of distribution 
and transport have contributed to rising retail 
prices in several countries. Costs within agriculture 
also rose, increases in farm wages having been 
particularly important. 


Government Price Policies 


In most countries official policies have been 
aimed at countering the rising trend of food prices. 
In France, a reduction in indirect taxation held 
the cost of living down for some time. In Belgium, 
the slaughter tax was reduced and a price control 
for meat introduced. Several countries have also 
tried to reduce the pressure on internal prices by 
lowering some important tariffs. 

On the other hand, changes in official policies in 
some countries were the immediate causes of price 
increases. For example, Finland abolished its 
system of price controls, Norway and the United 
Kingdom lowered food subsidies. 


Outlook 


The increase in prices may be halted in cases 
where it is due to temporary factors, for instance, 
the shortages caused by weather conditions and 
inelasticities of supply. Increases resulting from 
rising demand for foodstuffs, however, are likely 





to continue as long as the industrial boom lasts. 
As economies expand, the volume of demand rises 
and costs of agricultural requisites and of farm 
labor are increased. Farmers will then probably 
continue to press for higher prices to cover their 
costs and to obtain income parity with non-agricul- 
tural occupations. The dilemma of governments 
concerned with maintaining or raising farmers’ 
standards of living, but which are reluctant to 
encourage inflationary pressures, will then be 
prolonged. 


Agricultural Price Policies 


During the period under review, a number of 
changes and developments have been introduced in 
the price policies of European countries. 


In France, exceptional measures were taken to 
compensate farmers for the damage to wheat crops 
from the winter frost. In 1957 the price guarantee 
for wheat will be applied only to a limited quantity 
of 6.8 million tons, which covers the domestic 
requirement. 


In Western Germany, nearly 1000 million marks 
have so far been earmarked to be spent in 1956/57 
on subsidies for fertilizers, payments for consol- 
idation of holdings, reduction of taxes, etc., but 
no increase in fixed prices has been granted, 
except for milk. 


Ireland has decided to encourage domestic 
production of feed grain and to spend less on 
wheat. Therefore, the wheat support for the 
1955/56 marketing season was reduced by nearly 
13 percent. Other measures recently decided upon 
include the fixing of guaranteed prices for beets, 
wheat, milk, barley, and first-grade pigs. 


Italy has announced a reduction in the amount 
of wheat bought annually by the government at 
fixed prices. It is hoped that this will cut produc- 
tion in high cost areas and avoid a further increase 
in prices. 


Sweden has adopted a new system of price fix- 
ing, effective 1 September 1956: agricultural prices 
are determined for a period of three years, during 
which they are allowed to fluctuate around certain 
medium prices between an upper and a lower limit. 


In the United Kingdom, the principle of selec- 
tive expansion has been more vigorously applied. 
Guarantees for pigs and poultry, the largest 
consumers of imported feed, have been reduced; 
price support has been raised for feed grain but 
lowered for wheat. An increase in the guaranteed 
price for milk is designed to compensate only 


partly for the increase in costs, in the hope that a 
switch to production of beef may be encouraged. 


Prices of Individual Agricultural Products and 
of Fertilizers 


Wheat. As in previous years, the price was 
fixed or guaranteed in all countries except Den- 
mark. Principal changes in fixed or guaranteed 
prices were downward, with the object in several 
countries of checking upward trends in production. 
In Finland, the price moved upward, together with 
a general increase in prices.

As the Danish price moves with the world 
price, the increase in the c. i. f. cost caused by higher freight rates led to 
this increase in the spring of 1956. 


Potatoes. Almost everywhere the crop was much 
smaller than the year before, and prices rose in 
all countries except Austria (where production 
was higher) and Switzerland (where in the preced- 
ing year a surplus had been taken over by the 
government). Prices in 1956/57 are likely to be 
lower, as in several countries the area under 
potatoes has been extended and yields will probably 
be higher. 


Sugar beets. Contract prices remained unchang- 
ed in most countries, but prices actually received 
were mostly above the contract price and higher 
than in 1954/55, owing to a higher average sugar 
content. In 1956/57 contract prices are to rise in

reflecting higher labor costs. 


Slaughter cattle. Strong demand has brought an 
increase in producer prices. In Ireland, however, 
prices fell substantially, owing to lower prices on 
the British market resulting from large imports 
of chilled beef from Argentina. Returns to British 
producers were less affected, since they depend 
primarily on the level of the guaranteed prices. 


Slaughter pigs and feed grain. Cyclical move- 
ments of production caused price fluctuations in 
several countries, but in most countries feed prices 
developed favorably for pig breeders since import 
prices of maize were, on the average, somewhat 
lower than in 1954/55. 


Eggs. Demand has been strong and prices high. 
Conditions for producers were favorable as feed 
grain prices were not increasing. Supplies, how- 
ever, are likely to catch up with demand. 


Milk. The price is officially determined in most 
countries. Higher prices have been requested by 
producers in several countries, on account of 
increases in the most important cost elements, 
especially labor. Increases have been granted, 
reluctantly, in eight countries. A difficult market- 
ing problem is foreseen if, as is to be expected, 
the higher price reinforces upward trends in 
production while discouraging consumption. 


Fertilizers. The cost of plant nutrient to the 
farmer rose in three countries only. In three others, 
the price of phosphate fertilizers alone rose. 


Agricultural Wages 


The increase in economic activity in Western 
Europe in recent years has made agricultural labor 
more expensive. Industrial expansion leads to full 
employment and raises industrial wages. Workers 
are drawn away from agriculture by the higher 
wages in the towns, and the scarcity of agricultural 
labor necessitates higher wages in agriculture. 

As long as the industrial upswing continues, 
hired labor will become more scarce and con- 
sequently more costly. The shortage of labor will 
be increasingly offset by mechanization, which will 
make labor more productive and permit higher 
wage rates.

Commodity Notes 


COMMITTEE ON COMMODITY PROBLEMS 


The Twenty-Eighth Session of the Committee on 
Commodity Problems (CCP) was held at FAO 
Headquarters in Rome from 18 to 29 March 1957. 
Mr. J. F. Yriart (Uruguay) and U Thet Su (Burma) 
were elected Chairman and Vice-Chairman, respec- 
tively. 

In its report, the Committee summarized the 
main features of its work during the last two years. 
The disposal of agricultural surpluses has remained 


one of the most pressing commodity problems fac- 
ing CCP, but the value of the accepted FAO Prin- 
ciples of Surplus Disposal has been established. The 
periodic discussions in Washington of the CCP Sub- 
Committee on Surplus Disposal have led to a better 
understanding both of the surplus disposal pro- 
grams and procedures as well as the problems 
arising from these special deals in other exporting 
countries. Constructive projects have been started 





for using surpluses to raise consumption in under- 
developed countries. The Committee also pointed 
out that there is a limit beyond which production 
and stocks can not be cut down without becoming 
inadequate to meet expanding world consumption 
as well as possible emergencies. 

The Committee welcomed the practical approach 
to the question of food reserves which was evident 
in recent international discussions, particularly 1n 
the General Assembly of the United Nations ana 
also in its own Washington Sub-Committee. Co- 
operation with the United Nations on these ques- 
tions will be continued, and FAO will play a 
major part in any joint initiative in this field. 
Further study and consultations on practical ways 
of creating ample reserves in underdeveloped 
countries (with appropriate safeguards for the 
interests of third parties) have been recommended, 
and it was believed that real progress could be 
achieved. 

The Committee also emphasized its interest in the 
report of the Expert Working Party on Agricultural 
Support Measures which was reviewed at this 
Session, and, more generally, stressed the impor- 
tance of study and discussion of national policies 
and their international effects for promoting better 
understanding among governments. 

Finally the Committee satisfied itself of the 
practical value of specialized consultation between 
governments on specific products, and outlined the 
criteria it will take into account in deciding its 
method of approach to commodity problems. 


Commodity Review 


The Committee made its customary review of the 
current commodity situation and outlook, including 
prospects for agricultural surpluses. World agri- 
cultural production and trade rose last year and 
trade remained strong in early 1957. The import 
demand last year was sustained by several excep- 
tional circumstances, but the volume of agricultural 
exports can be expected to remain high this year 
under the impetus of United States export pro- 
grams and the steady rise in consumption in under- 
developed countries. As a result, the Committee 
noted, carryovers of wheat and cotton, two surplus 
commodities, are not likely to increase at the end 
of this season, while United States stocks of butter 
and cheese are expected to be lower. There will, 
however, be a further substantial addition to stocks 
of maize, reflecting the larger crops of last season. 
Furthermore, world supplies of fats and oils, dairy 
products, sugar, rice, cocoa, and wool will be larger, 
reflecting a rise in output in the 1956/57 crop year. 

The outlook for slightly lower stocks is mainly 
the result of special measures initiated by the 
United States Government to increase consumption 


and exports, and to cut down excess production. 
The potential effect of the United States Soil Bank 
Program on production was reviewed. At the same 
time, the Committee underlined that the present 
heavy stocks should be seen in the perspective of 
the growing needs of poorer countries where 
consumption remains very low; disastrous droughts, 
such as those that have occurred in the past, could 
transform the surplus situation into one of acute 
shortage. 


Action on Commodity Groups 


As noted elsewhere in this Bulletin, the 
Committee set up special FAO Groups on Grains 
and on Coconut and Coconut Products, following 
the recommendations of ad hoc meetings on these 
commodities. 

It also decided that at future sessions of CCP 
there should be a Panel on Dairy Products to 
review possible action to implement FAO milk 
surveys, to examine problems of dairy production, 
trade, and prices, and any specific problem in the 
field of dairying proposed by Member Governments. 
The Committee heard a report from the Indian 
delegate on progress made with the Calcutta Milk 
Scheme and reviewed progress on a similar plan 
for Pakistan. It expressed its hope that govern- 
ments will continue to support this work. Addi- 
tional requests had been received by FAO from 
India and Burma for international co-operative 
schemes to increase milk supplies and consumption, 
and the Dairy Panel will review, at future sessions, 
progress made in this field. 

The Committee reviewed the report of the first 
session of the Consultative Sub-Committee on the 
Economic Aspects of Rice and expressed great 
appreciation of the work done. It also had before it 
the report of the first session of the FAO Cocoa 
Study Group, and stated its satisfaction at the 
excellent beginning which the Group had made. 

At the request of CCP, at its Twenty-Seventh 
Session, the Director-General had consulted govern- 
ments on the desirability of calling an ad hoc 
meeting on coffee, to consider what further work 
FAO might undertake and to discuss the need for 
a FAO Coffee Group. On the basis of replies 
received, the Director-General decided that an ad 
hoc intergovernmental meeting should be held 
under FAO auspices, but that the date, place, and 
agenda should be further considered by CCP. The 
Committee agreed to consider this matter at its 
next session. 

In discussing the question of study groups in 
general, the Committee was agreed that the type 
of machinery used should be flexible to make pos- 
sible appropriate action in the light of the specific 
problems to be tackled. It was also felt that from 
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time to time the machinery of CCP for handling 
each commodity should be reviewed in the light of 
the experience gained. 


Sub-Committee on Surplus Disposal 


The Committee welcomed the fact that govern- 
ments are increasingly supplying the Wash- 
ington Sub-Committee on Surplus Disposal with 
detailed information on transactions and programs. 
The United States Government had described in 
detail the procedures followed in deals under Public 
Law 480 and in triangular trade transactions under 
Public Law 665, and copies of the recent India- 
United States and Brazil-United States agreements 
had been examined by the Sub-Committee. 

Several delegates expressed concern at the effects 
of the special United States export programs on 
commercial exports in general and were of the 
opinion that there should be consultations with 
other interested countries before such transactions 
were made, possibly on a bilateral basis, as well 
as through the Sub-Committee. However, the view 
was also expressed that prior consultations are 
impracticable and may inhibit positive action. The 
Committee asked the Washington group to explore 
the possibility of making a study of the effects and 
results achieved in surplus disposal, especially for 
financing economic development, on the basis of the 
experience of individual recipient governments. 
The group was also asked to explore, in the light 
of its experience of various types of surplus dispos- 
al during the past three years, what methods could 
be used to examine the FAO Principles of Surplus 
Disposal with a view to improving their effec- 
tiveness. 

Replies to the CCP questionnaire on surplus 
disposal of wheat and dairy products had been 
received from 51 countries. The replies are being 
analyzed and a report will be prepared by the 
Washington Sub-Committee. 


Food Reserves 


The Committee received a report made by its 
Washington Sub-Committee on the use of food 
surpluses for building up national reserves in 
underdeveloped countries. It also took note of the 
discussions which have taken place, on the basis of 
an FAO report on the scope and limitations of a 
world food reserve, in the United Nations Economic 
and Social Council and in the General Assembly. 4 
In these debates special interest had been expressed 
in the possibility of using surplus foodstuffs to 
build up national food reserves in accordance with 
the FAO Principles of Surplus Disposal. The 
Committee noted that the Director-General had 
agreed to co-operate with an interagency working 
party which may be established on this matter, 
and believed that he should be given all possible 
aid he might require from CCP, from the Washing- 
ton Sub-Committee, and from individual Member 
Governments of FAO. The Committee requested 
the Washington Sub-Committee to re-examine and 
expand its studies on national reserves, and also 
asked the Director-General to continue his own 
studies on the subject. 


Expert Working Party on Price Supports 

The Committee discussed the report of the Expert 
Working Party on Agricultural Support Measures * 
and decided to refer the report, together with the 
Committee’s comments, to the forthcoming FAO 
Council and Conference. 


Date of Next Session 

It was decided to hold a brief session immedi- 
ately before the next session of the FAO Conference 
(or prior to a pre-conference session of the Council, 
if held) which will open in Rome on 2 November 
1957.

FAO COMMODITY GROUPS 


Grains 


An ad hoc Meeting on Grains, called by the FAO 
Committee on Commodity Problems (CCP), at its 
Twenty-Seventh Session, was held in Rome from 
11 to 15 March 1957. It was attended by represen- 
tatives of 23 governments,? and observers repre-

senting the International Wheat Council and the 
International Federation of Agricultural Producers. 

In its report, which was submitted to the Twenty- 
Eighth Session of CCP, the Meeting reviewed the 
current grain situation and major trends in wheat 
and coarse grains, and discussed statistical prob- 
lems, including techniques of forecasting export 
supplies and import requirements. After consider- 
ing the usefulness of regular intergovernmental 
consultations on this commodity group, the Meeting 
recommended that CCP establish an FAO group on 
grains. CCP accepted this recommendation, and 





the first session of the new group will be held in 
Rome during the week beginning 27 May 1957. 

In the view of the Meeting, the current wheat 
situation presents two notable features. The recent 
developments in production and trade have resulted 
in a more marked concentration of surpluses in the 
two North American exporting countries, though it 
was recognized that other areas were also affected. 
Secondly, the Meeting noted that the larger volume 
of world trade in the current season and in the 
previous year was due to certain special factors 
that will not necessarily persist in the years ahead, 
such as the reduced harvest of 1956 in some areas, 
notably Europe, which created an unusual import 
demand, and the large movement of wheat, partic- 
ularly to underdeveloped countries, under special 
export programs. 

The most significant aspect of the outlook for the 
coming year, 1957/58, is a further, and possibly 
substantial, decrease in the level of wheat stocks 
in the United States resulting from the withdrawal 
from cultivation of a substantial acreage of wheat 
under the provisions of the United States Soil Bank 
program. 

Very large supplies of barley, oats, maize, and 
sorghum are also available in the current year, since 
both exporting and importing countries had gen- 
erally good harvests in 1956 and carryovers in North 
America from previous crops were ample. Exports 
of coarse grains increased in the past year and 
exports in the first half of the current year have 
continued at about the same level. Nevertheless, in 
contrast to the outlook for wheat, carryover stocks 
at the.end of 1956/57, particularly in the case of 
maize, are expected to be significantly larger than 
they were a year earlier. This increase in stocks 
will probably occur largely in North America, 
where most of the stocks are concentrated, includ- 
ing those of wheat. Substantial supplies, partic- 
ularly of barley, also exist in other countries. In 
appraising the major trends of wheat and coarse 
grains, the Meeting recognized that statistical and 
other evidence shows that the present imbalance in 
world supply and demand for grain stems from 
certain factors which have operated over many 
years, and the accumulation of surpluses may 
continue in the future. The Meeting therefore 
underlined the need for further intergovernmental 
consultations to keep the situation under review 
and explore ways to help reduce present maladjust- 
ments, especially through increased consumption 
and international trade. There are considerable 
opportunities for expanding consumption of grain 
— both directly and through livestock products — 
in underdeveloped areas, where both income and 
population are growing rapidly. 

The Meeting discussed the influence of national 
policies on the international problems affecting 


production and prices of, and trade in, grain. While 
recognizing the difficulties likely to be encountered 
in reconciling such policies, it agreed on the useful- 
ness of frank and friendly consultations, as contrib- 
uting towards improved understanding between 
governments and, through improved understanding, 
promoting desirable adjustments in the interests of 
all concerned. 

On the basis of the Meeting’s recommendations, 
CCP decided to establish an FAO Group on Grains, 
with the following terms of reference: 


1. The Group shall concern itself with matters 
relating to all grains; however, it shall not 
concern itself with rice, except for the 
interrelationship of rice problems and 
other grain problems. 


2. Membership of the Group shall be open at 
all times, on due notice being given and 
subject to FAO rules, to governments 
interested in the production, or consump- 
tion of, or trade in, grains. 


3. The field of competence of the-Group shall 
cover the study of the production and 
consumption of, and trade in, grains, hav- 
ing regard especially to the desirability of: 


(i) providing continuous, accurate and 
timely information regarding the 
supply and demand position and its 
probable development, both short- 
term and long-term; 


(ii) promoting the improvement of the 
quality, coverage, and timeliness of 
statistical services relating to grains; 


(iii) collecting information on, and ana- 
lyzing, national grain policies and 
their international effects, including 
the posibilities of facilitating the 
adjustment of these policies to each 
other; 


(iv) considering marketing problems, 
keeping in mind the FAO Princi- 
ples of Surplus Disposal, and the 
need for avoiding duplication with 
work being carried out in the CCP 
Consultative Sub-Committee on 
Surplus Disposal and other interest- 
ed bodies. 


4. In order to ensure the effective discharge 
of the functions of the Group, govern- 
ments should furnish, as far as practica- 
ble, all the information required for the 
work of the Group. 

5. The Group shall, within its field of 
competence, consider how best to deal 
with any special difficulties which may 
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exist or may be expected to arise, and 
may submit reports and/or recommenda- 
tions on the subject. 


6. The Group shall report to CCP, it being 
understood that copies of its reports and 
summary records of its proceedings, 
including any conclusions, will be circulat- 
ed, as soon as they become available, to 
interested governments. 

7. The Chairman of the International Wheat 
Council or his representative shall be 
invited to participate in the proceedings of 
the Group and its Sub-Committees and 
shall be invited to authorize the collabo- 
ration of the Secretariat of the Interna- 
tional Wheat Council with the secretariat 
of FAO in servicing the Group. 


8. Other intergovernmental organizations 
which express an interest, and interested 
governments not members of the Group, 
may send observers to meetings of the 
Group. Interested governments, if they 
so desire, shall be kept informed of the 
studies made and of the results of the 
discussions, unless otherwise decided by 
the Group in regard to closed sessions. 
These provisions shall be subject to FAO 
Rules. 4 


9. FAO, in accordance with its normal 
practice, shall keep the Economic and 
Social Council, the Interim Co-ordinatinz 
Committee on International Commodity 
Arrangements, and the United Nations 
Commission on International Commodity 
Trade informed of the activities of the 
Group. 

10. The Group, in consultation with the 
Director-General, shall determine the 
date and place of its sessions, keeping in 
mind the character and importance of the 
subjects under review, the large number 
of governments interested in grains, the 
need for economy in the cost of meetings 
and travel, and the close relation of the 
Group’s terms of reference and program 
of work to those of CCP itself.

11. The Group may establish, in consultation 
with the Director-General, such _ sub- 
committees as it considers necessary for 
the efficient performance of its tasks. 


12. The meetings of each session shall be 
closed, unless otherwise decided by the 
Group. 

13. The Group shall draw up its own rules 
of procedure. 


Coconut and Coconut Products 


The Committee on Commodity Problems also 
set up an FAO Group on Coconut and Coconut 
Products. 

A special CCP working party representing 
producing and importing countries met in Ceylon 
in January 1957 to discuss problems affecting 
coconut and coconut products, and concluded that 
there were several major economic problems 
which could only be solved through intergovern- 
mental consultation and co-operation.*® Coconut 
oil, an important raw material in both soap and 
margarine, is the principal and most valuable 
product of the coconut industry, which also covers 
desiccated coconut, fresh coconut, coconut coir 
fiber and several minor products. 

CCP agreed that formidable problems needed 
to be tackled, and that a Group should be set up 
to provide a forum for intergovernmental consulta- 
tions on the economic aspects of production, 
consumption, trade and marketing of coconut and 
coconut products, including questions of quality, 
and the causes and effects of fluctuations in 
the prices and volume of international trade; and 
generally to consider measures to promote a steady 
expansion of consumption and production of 
coconut products, including technical matters bear- 
ing on the supply and demand situation. Member- 
ship of the Group will be open to all interested 
governments, and close liaison will be maintained 
with other organizations concerned with coconut 
problems. 

The first session of the FAO Group on Coconut 
and Coconut Products will probably be held in 
Rome in November 1957.
